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LEXINGTON, HANOVER, HAMBURG 

N his racing section of the All Sorts page of 

The Cincinnati Enquirer August 21, Sport- 
ing Editor Bob Saxton had the following to say 
about a writing of the versatile Vernon (Screw 
is his nickname) Sanders: “Some time when he 
didn’t have a lot to do, Screw Sanders who writes 
entertainingly on Turf topics, delved into the 
names of famous horses. Screw found that there 
were horses named Hanover, Lexington and 
Hamburg long before the real Hanovers, Lexing- 
tons and Hamburgs showed upon the _ scenes. 
Just where Screw dug up this information he 
does not say and therefore while it is not au- 
thentic one will have to take his word for it. 
Now, taking Screw’s word will not lead one into 
the pearly gates and he has been known to be 
far away on some of his observations, but here 
is what he says about Lexington, Hanover and 
Hamburg, with reservations. If it is not so, 
tell it to the writer himself.” 

Then Mr. Saxton quoted Mr. Sanders as follows: 
“Lexington, Hanover and Hamburg are familiar 
names to all students of American Thoroughbred 
history. But that trio of famous horses were 
not the first to bear the same appellation. There 
was a Lexington many years before the son of 
Boston and Alice Carneal made his letters, both 
on the track and in the stud. In fact, Lexington 
was a second-hand name for the ‘Blind Hero of 
Woodburn,’ Hamburg, not the only (one?) John 
Madden named his famous estate for just a few 
miles from Lexington, but another Hamburg 
foaled in 1867, by Lexington out of Mary 
Churchill, won races over the Buckeye course, 
near Cincinnati. George Cadawalladder, who died 
just a few years ago in Brooklyn, owned this 
particular Hamburg. And who do you think he 
beat on September 23, 1869, in a dash of a mile 
for 2-year-olds? None other than James B. 
Clay’s great filly, Maggie B. B. And if you know 
even your A B C’s about American Thorough- 
bred families you certainly have heard of the 
immortal mare, Maggie B. B. 

“Hanover, considered by many persons the 
greatest race horse this country has ever pro- 
duced, who raced in the colors of the Dwyer 
Brothers and afterwards gained world fame in 
the stud of the late Milton Young, followed an- 
other Hanover. But this forerunner in name only 
never amounted to much as a race horse. He 
started in a race at Jerome Park on June 8, 1869, 
and finished absolutely last. This Hanover was 
by Oysterman, from Marietta.” 

For the edification of Mr. Saxton and the vin- 
dication of Mr. Sanders, let it be known that 
there were two horses named Lexington prior to 
the birth, in 1850, of Dr. Elisha Warfield’s great 
bay (first named Darley), by Boston from Alice 


Carneal, by *Sarpedon, and verification is to be 
found in the American Stud Book, volumes and 
pages hereinafter indicated in parenthesis. The 
first Lexington was a grey gelding (Vol. I, p. 784), 
foaled 1793, by Symme’s Wildair out of a mare 
by *Lonsdale. He was bred by Richard S. Taylor, 
of Virginia. The second Lexington was a bay 
horse (Vol. I, p. 784), foaled 1830, by Medley 
(Johnson’s) out of a mare by Drumond’s Na- 
poleon. Two sons of the Lexington of 1850—the 
immortal Lexington— were named Lexington. 
Both were bays and both were foaled in 1858, 
One was Swigert’s Lexington (Vol. I, p. 179) out 
of Ann Innis, by American Eclipse. He was bred 
by P. Swigert, of Frankfort, Ky. The other .was 
known as Embry’s Lexington (Vol. I, p. 213) out 
of Bellamaria, by *Monarch. Neither of these 
was a winner. 


The first Hanover was a bay horse (Vol. I, 
p. 762), foaled 1830, by Van Tromp (son of Sir 
Hal) out of a mare by Sir Alfred. He was bred 
by John J. Alston, Oak Forest, N. C., and was 
later owned by Major F. J. Swain, New Hanover 
County, N. C. The next Hanover was a bay 
horse (Vol. II, p. 8) foaled 1855, by *Yorkshire 
out of Magnolia, by *Glencoe. He was bred by 
John M. Clay (son of Henry Clay), Ashland Stud, 
Lexington. The next was a chestnut horse (Vol. 
II, p. 33), foaled 1866, by Oysterman out of 
Marietta, by Boston. This Hanover seems to 
have been bred by Jeremiah Cobb, of Virginia. 
The fourth Hanover was also a chestnut horse 
(Vol. I, p. 678), foaled 1867, by Planet out of 
Lucy Haxhall, by Revenue. He was bred by 
T. & T. W. Doswell, Bull Field, Va. The “mighty” 
Hanover was a chestnut horse (Vol. V, p. 177), 
foaled 1884, by Hindoo out of Bourbon Belle, by 
*Bonnie Scotland. He was bred by Clay & Wood- 
ford, Paris, Ky. 

The first Hamburg was a bay horse (Vol. II, 
p. 44), foaled 1867, by Lexington out of Mary 
Churchill, by Alexander Churchill. He was bred 
by Captain Willa Viley or by his son Warren 
Viley, of Woodford County, Ky., and was a fair 
winner. The “real” Hamburg was a bay horse 
(Vol. VII, p. 527), foaled 1895, by Hanover from 
Lady Reel, by Fellowcraft. He was bred by Col. 
Milton Young in his McGrathiana Stud, Lexing- 
ton; was owned by C. J. Enright, Elmendorf 
Farm, Lexington, as a yearling; then by John E. 
Madden, Hamburg Place, Lexington, who sold 
him to Marcus Daly, Bitter Root Ranch, Mont., 
for $40,001, from whose estate he passed to 
William C. Whitney, New York, for $60,000. At 
the dispersal of Mr. Whitney’s stud, Harry 
Payne Whitney bought Hamburg for $70,000, and 
he died his property at Brookdale Stud, Septem- 
ber 15, 1915, after having been a great race 


horse and after having left a wonderful impress 
upon the bloodstock of America. 
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LEXINGTON. 


EXINGTONIANS who want to see some 

racing at home this autumn should patron- 
ize the meeting of the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association for light harness horses, 
which will occupy five days of the week begin- 
ning September 19. It is not the intention of 
the American Turf Association (which is to say 
Col. M. J. Winn and M. L. Galvin) to permit 
the Kentucky Association, nominal owners of the 
Lexington track, to have a running race meet- 
ing this fall. 


Why? Meetings in Lexington, in the autumn 
particularly, are not commercially profitable. 
Why are they not profitable in this respect? 
Because, under control deferential to political 
dominance, the overhead is too great and cannot 
be cut down without offense to politicians who 
have fattened at racing’s trough. 


Is it not possible for persons who are not 
politicians or under political influence to con- 
duct successful meetings at the Lexington track? 
It is possible, but hardly probable. One reason 
is that it would be difficult to secure the use of 
the track. The other is that it would be difficult 
to get together a sufficient number not under 
political influence in Lexington who are suf- 
ficiently interested in racing to underwrite a 
meeting against loss. 

Those persons who breed Thoroughbred horses 
for the market are most vitally concerned in the 
continuity of racing in Lexington. The owners 
of the leading hotels (and the companies of both 
number many who are interested in the welfare 
of the breeding industry) are next most inter- 
ested. When there is no racing, hotel revenues 
are greatly decreased. 

To summarize the situation, control of the 
Kentucky Association, through its common stock 
($225,000 par value) is in the hands of the 
American Turf Association. The preferred stock 
($100,000 par value, 8 per cent, semi-annual) is 
held almost wholly by people who reside in 
Lexington or in the vicinity of Lexington. The 
semi-annual dividend on this stock (due Sep- 
tember 1) was passed for the first time since the 
Kentucky Jockey Club brought about the present 


arrangement by which it, as predecessor to the 
American Turf Association, found a way to de- 
crease Lexington purses and nominally put the 
plant back into hands of local people. 


The preferred stock has no voting power until 
three dividends have been passed. Thus the 
voting power rests with the American Turf As- 
sociation, and the power of the American Turf 
Association, boiled down, is in the hands of 
Messrs. Winn and Galvin. What Mr. Winn 
(former resident of Louisville, now resident of 
Chicago) and Mr. Galvin (resident of Covington, 
Ky.) want Lexington to have in a racing way 
Lexington gets. No more, no less. 

Officers of the Kentucky Association are 
Lexington people, to be sure, but they are devoid 
of freedom of action. They are subservient to 
the wishes of the outside ownership of the plant. 
And why is there outside ownership? Because 
Lexingtonians were lacking in that independence 
which should have and would have (had they 
possessed it) caused them to say “no” when the 
proposal came to sell the plant to the group 
which bought the Latonia and Churchill Downs 
tracks in 1918 and formed the Kentucky Jockey 
Club. 

While it was being operated by local men who 
were breeding Thoroughbred horses and racing 
them, too, the Lexington plant paid as high as 
40 per cent annual dividend. During those days 
its presidents were the late D. Gray Falconer, 
Senator Johnson N. Camden, and the late Catesby 
Woodford. The late Garret D. Wilson was its 
secretary-treasurer, and Col. R. L. Baker, now 
president of the Phoenix Hotel Company, was 
its general manager. 

Maybe the American Turf Association would 
be glad to be rid of a non-paying proposition. 
If so, wouldn’t it be better if Messrs. Winn and 
Galvin would let that fact be known in a direct 
manner? Wouldn’t it be better than to put it 
on the market through the less direct and more 
damning method of pressure action on the part 
of the preferred stockholders ? 

Are there not sufficient persons interested in 
the Thoroughbred horse breeding industry in 
Lexington and Central Kentucky to maintain a 
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good and properly conducted race course at Lex- 
ington? 

Are there not sufficient persons in Lexington 
and Central Kentucky who have that pride and 
independence of their forefathers that would 
cause them to tell the politicians to turn loose 
and go where it is hotter than in Lexington?

GOING BIG. 

ERSONS riding by Rancho Santa Anita, 

Arcadia, Calif., may read the following 
painted in large letters on a high and wide sign 
board: “Upon this site will be constructed Santa 
Anita Park, America’s most beautiful Thorough- 
bred racing plant. Los Angeles Jockey Club.” 
Looking beyond the sign board, one may see 
much activity with steam shovels, teams and 
men. Grading and building are going on. Joseph 
M. Smoot, who promoted the building of the 
original Hialeah Park during Miami’s boom days 
and then lost control of the plant, is doing this, 
his second track-building enterprise, in a spec- 
tacular manner. He is doing it in the way of the 
fellow who loves to “go big”; the fellow who 
likes to make big claims, and the fellow who is 
fond of playing the role of the showman. “Upon 
this site will be constructed America’s most 
beautiful Thoroughbred racing plant.” That is 
a classic in the way of claims. It sounds as big 
and as grand as California. It is atmospheric. 
It is a challenge to Florida. It is the clarion note 
of a showman. It is as if it were an echo from 
the days of Phineas T. Barnum. “America’s 
most beautiful.”” How sweepingly grand is that. 
And “Thoroughbred racing plant” serves notice 
that it will have nothing to do with the dogs. 
Just now and until the election on November 8 
there is a battle on between the horse track 
men and the dog track men (likewise women). 
It is fitting that one should let the public know on 
which side one stands. At any rate THE BLOoop- 
HORSE congratulates Mr. Smoot on his promotion 
and his showmanship, and hopes that the Los 
Angeles Jockey Club really does build at the old 
“Lucky” Baldwin ranch “America’s most beauti- 
ful Thoroughbred racing plant.” 


WHITE BRIDLES.

FAMILIES. 


HIRTY-ODD years ago, when Bruce Lowe set 
before the public his findings and theories 
concerning breeding of Thoroughbreds, he stated 
that the tail-female descendants of three differ- 
ent tap-root mares had a clear lead over other 
groups in the production of the winners of the 
English classics (Derby, Oaks, St. Leger). These 
three tap-root mares were Tregonwell’s Natural 
Barb Mare, Burton’s Barb mare and the dam of 
Two True Blues. Because of their eminence they 
were called by him respectively No. 1, No. 2 and 
No. 3 in his identification of female lines by 
figures. At the time of Lowe’s compilations, No. 
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1 had produced 42 winners of the three classics 
which formed the chief basis of his figures, that 
is, the Derby, Oaks and St. Leger, and had pro- 
duced more winners of the Two Thousand and 
One Thousand Guineas than any other family. 
No. 2 had produced 44 winners of the three 
leading classics and No. 3 was credited with 
exactly the same number. Bruce Lowe’s No. 4 
family was that descending from the Layton 
Barb mare. He credited the group with 28 
classic winners. 

The Bruce Lowe system had a great vogue 
among Thoroughbred breeders the world over, 
and has, incidentally, done its share in the trans- 
Atlantic attempts to discredit the native Ameri- 
can tap-roots. It still has its valiant supporters. 
Even as we write this there lies before us a copy 
of Turf y Elevage, published in Buenos Aires, 
which presents a tabulation showing the num- 
ber of winners of each of the classics from each 
of the Bruce Lowe families. The article con- 
cludes with the triumphant: 

“Que dicen los detractores de la teoria de 
Bruce Lowe?” (What say the detractors of the 
Bruce Lowe theory?) 

It is a phrase so familiar to American readers 
of controversial Turf discussions that it scarcely 
is necessary to translate it. We reprint below 
the table, after having made corrections to bring 
it up to date, including the classics of 1932:

It will be seen that if Mr. Lowe had assigned 
his numbers in 1932 instead of 1894 he would, in 
all probability, have given the same designations 
to first 10 families, since their order was virtually 
unchanged in the intervening years. No. 2 and 


No. 3 might possibly have been reversed, but, 
for that matter, they might have been reversed 
in the original assignment of numbers, for they 
were in a tie at the time. 

But in America those breeders who pay at- 
tention to the figure system ought not to be mis- 
led by the results of the classics in England. 
Whatever successes the No. 1 family of Bruce 
Lowe may have had across the sea, it is not at the 
top in America. Our “No. 1” family is that of the 
Layton Barb mare, designated by Mr. Lowe as 
No. 4. Our records are meager, but they are 
enough to establish the pre-eminence of this 
group of mares. For the last four’ years 
THE BLOOD-HORSE has made compilations of all 
the stakes winners in North America, classifying 
them in various categories. And in each year 
No. 4 has led all other families in the production 
of stakes winners. This year it will, in all 
probability, lead the list again. Up to last Satur- 
day, the family had furnished no fewer than 29 
stakes winners of the year. Its closest rival 
was No. 2, with 22. Next closest was No. 1 
with 13. 


ODDS AND ENDS

ADYSMAN, William R. Coe’s racy-looking 

son of Pompey and Lady Belle, is the pres- 
ent champion of the 1932 2-year-olds. Only a 
misfortune can prevent his maintaining that po- 
sition to the conclusion of the season. Coming 
up to the Hopeful with victories in the Arlington 
Futurity, Grand Union and United States Hotel 
Stakes to his credit. the slashing chestnut effec- 
tually dispelled any lingering doubts as to his 
superiority over all comers in that closing-day 
feature. As this is written, the  blaze-faced 
youngster is conceded the $100,000 Westchester 
Futurity by practically every expert in America. 
Victory in the Belmont headliner would boost 
his already considerable earnings to about $200,- 
000, and, were he to remain in training there- 
after, there can be little question he would sup- 
plant Top Flight as the leading money-winning 
2-year-old in Turf history. He already enjoys a 
comfortable margin over the stoutest of his con- 
temporaries.

ADYSMAN will end his 2-year-old campaign 

with the Futurity at Belmont, the writer 
juages from his recent conversation with Owner- 
Breeder Coe. The master of Shoshone, like 
many another veteran sportsman, is opposed to 
racing so promising a 3-year-old prospect at a 
mile or any greater distance at two. Ladysman’s 
biggest chances after the Belmont Futurity would 
come with such gruelling tests. It is a good 
policy, particularly in the case of such a colt as 
is the son of Pompey, for he is a growthy type, 
far from mature. 

HE Shoshone colt gives the immediate im- 

pression of wanting for constitution, but be- 
lies his appearance, as he has improved with 
almost no hiatus since his first try at Arlington. 
Ladysman has been rather’ busy in the past 
month, putting in a brief but searching campaign. 
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He has the cut of a youngster apt to be bene- 
fited by a long vacation between his 2- and 3- 
year-old careers that he might fill out his size- 
able frame. He has an even temper, is willing, 
may be rated, and has been beating his com- 
pany with a brilliant burst of speed that is used 
for only a few sixteenths. It is so intense that 
those of his rivals which attempt to match 
strides with him are done to a turn before hit- 
ting the eighth pole.

UN ARCHER is the colt expected in most 

quarters to prove the one to beat in the later 
and longer juvenile prizes. This son of *Sun 
Briar, paternal grandsire of Ladysman, has come 
forward rapidly with Saratoga racing and has a 
tendency to favor big distances. Nor do track 
conditions hold any terrors for the brother to Sun 
Falcon and Briar Hawk, the latter the colt 
“Boots” Durnell so esteemed for his promise a 
couple of seasons back. After observing the 
courage with which Sun Archer, now being train- 
ed by D. R. McDaniel, stuck to his task in the 
Hopeful, several keen judges are predicting he’ll 
eventually prove a better performer than Ladys- 
man. It is difficult to imagine his _ beating 
Ladysman, however, after the manner in which 
that colt rolled home before him at a disadvan- 
tage in the weights for the Hopeful.

ARN SWALLOW, the Bradley string’s best 

bet for big prizes since Boilermaker was in- 
capacitated, has also been on the improve for 
the past month. She was best in the Matron 
the way that event was run, but the writer 
shouldn’t be surprised if Easy Day and Happy 
Gal both proved keener performers. Either 
of the latter pair can do a deal better than their 
efforts in this race would indicate.

N winning the Matron, the Bradley filly dupli- 
cated the success in 1924 of her dam, Blue 
Warbler, which might have beaten the Futurity 
field that year had she remained an eligible. She 
did trounce the winner, Mother Goose, and that 
filly’s almost equally famous stablemate, Swing- 
ing, which later became the dam of Equipoise. 
Blue Warbler, however, failed to train on. Barn 
Swallow is her second foal of racing age, the 
first, Bidet, having been quite ordinary. Blue 
Warbler was barren in 1928 and her 1929 foal 
died.

H J. (DICK) THOMPSON, trainer of the 
e Bradley horses, advises the writer that 
Burgoo King is coming along in fine style and 
that Tick On’s leg is “straight as a poker.’”’ He 
expects to take the pair up during the coming 
winter and has high hopes of their standing to 
race next year.

REEN CHEESE, Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s 
crack ’chaser, returned to the racing wars in 
ostentatious fashion in the Broadhollow Steeple- 
chase on opening day of the Belmont session after 
an absence of nearly a year. That event was 
only a gallop for the 1931 Grand National win- 
ner and many now anticipate a victory for him 
in the forthcoming renewal of the National. 
However, he meets much sterner opposition in 
that test and we note Handicapper Vosburgh has 
made Colonel Bradley’s Barometer, crack 4-year- 
old *Traumer gelding, top-weight by the scale. 
*Azucar, the sensational Irish 4-year-old in the 
J. E. Widener string, also will have to be reckoned 


with, though he didn’t “look so hot” in his first 
attempt at the Belmont late-summer season. 
*Azucar (Spanish for sugar) was not persevered 
with that afternoon and can do far better. He 
is in the Grand National under only 145 pounds, 
Another Irish ’chaser which may make his pres- 
ence felt in fall racing is *Three Star Special, 
an importation said to be _ exhibiting much 
promise.

APPY GAL is the hard-luck 2-year-old of the 
season; has been lucked out of several big 
pots, the latest of which was the Matron, worth 
$20,575 to the winner, Barn Swallow. James 
Fitzsimmons believes the daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III to be second-best among the 2-year-olds, 
granting freely that she doesn’t menace the Coe 
crack. “Fitz” incidentally has a large band of 
yearlings, the property of Belair Stud, Wheatley, 
and others of his employers going through their 
paces at Aqueduct.

ATERWAUL and Crowning Glory, both glow- 

ing prospects earlier in the season and both 
stakes winners, the former of the Keene and 
National Stallion and the latter of the Hyde 
Park, are progressing encouragingly in their 
training. Caterwaul is a candidate to the Pim- 
lico Futurity, as also is Happy Gal, and both 
will be pointed for that event provided all goes 
well with them.

AT LINCOLN FIELDS. 


HE Lincoln Fields track is now in the second 

week of its 31 days of racing. Good weather 
and a good track have prevailed and have been a 
material assistance in attracting fair crowds to 
the course. Races have been run in excellent 
time, although there are few horses of class on 
the grounds. Public suspicion is still strong with 
regard to the activities of some of the jockeys 
riding at Chicago, and undoubtedly this state 
of affairs has had its reflection in the receipts 
at the track. Apparently there is work for the 
Lincoln Fields officials to do. 

Wednesday, September 7, the good filly Esseff 
(named for Mrs. Sarah Fisher, wife of Charles 
T. Fisher) won for Dixiana and Indian Runner, 
a 38-year-old recently claimed out of the H. P. 
Headley stable, set a track record of 1:22 4-5 for 
seven furlongs in the day’s feature, beating Prince 
Hotspur by six lengths, with Marmion third. 
Thursday, W. H. Harris’ Royal Ruffin ran a 
mile in 1:36 3-5 to beat Merrily On a _ nose. 
Friday, September 9, A. A. Baroni’s Waylayer 
defeated Brown Wisdom, Siskin and others in the 
most important test. Saturday, September 10, 
the Steger Purse, substituted for the Steger 
Handicap, fell to Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s good 
mare Kincsen, now trained by George Brooks. 
Pigeon Hole, winner of seven straight, was a 
heavily played favorite here, but he finished un- 
placed. The mile was run in 1:36 4-5. The Home- 
wood Purse, seven furlongs, was run the same 
day and was won by R. M. Eastman’s Cathop, 
which turned the distance in 1:23 1-5. Favorite 
here was Coldstream Stud Stable’s Sweet Scent, 
which finished second after having been taken 
back repeatedly by her rider, W. Sanders. 


CHINN HORSES ON MARKET. 


Col. Phil T. Chinn, of Lexington, is at Chicago 
this week making an effort to sell the horses 
which Charles E. Patterson has been training 
for him on the Illinois tracks. The horses he is 
offering for private sale are the 2-year-olds Cus- 
todian, Serving Lad, Opium and Nobilia, the 3- 
year-olds Radio Announcer and Flaunt, and the 
good 5-year-olds Line Rider, Grattan and Lim- 
bus. The 2-year-old Quiet Chat, which had been 
in the string, has been turned out. Colonel 
Chinn hopes to clear out his stable in training 
so as to release Mr. Patterson to return to Lex- 
ington and take charge of the yearlings now in 
training.

MEXICO’S SPORTSMAN PRESIDENT. 


ARK KELLY, a leading sports authority on 

the Pacific Coast, in his Whatnots column 
in The Examiner (Los Angeles) relates that 
“Mexico went athletic about four years ago” and 
that ‘Mexico will suffer no athletic reversals in 
sentiment under its new President—-A. L. Rodri- 
guez, former governor of Lower California and a 
sportsman of note.” He tells how President 
Rodriguez learned baseball in grammar school, 
was a star player at Arizona University, and 
came near becoming a professional when Los 
Angeles wanted to get his name to a contract 
some 12 years ago, but the family said no, that 
other and nobler plans were in the making. 

Mr. Kelly further says: “His administration of 
the Governor’s office at Baja was all that could 
have been asked. He kept peace throughout 
Lower California and he had a very quiet yet 
effective way of handling tough cases and 
tougher guys. About six months ago he became 
a bit exasperated with the Agua Caliente condi- 
tions and sought out a change. He came to Los 
Angeles, sought Joseph M. Schenck of cinema 
production fame and asked him to take over the 
race track and put the houses in order. There 
were no strings attached. He let Mr. Schenck 
know that he was back of him to the limit; that 
if taxes were too high they could come down; 
that if the revenues were too red they could be 
helped to black through sympathetic sharing of 
the load. 

“His persuasive manners won the day. Mr. 
Schenck took over the reins and in less than six 
weeks has perfected an organization that is 
bomb proof—every man hired in official capacity 
is above reproach and known throughout the Turf 
world as a standout in honesty and efficiency. 
There will be no more funny stuff tolerated below 
the border. President Rodriguez got a bit tired 
of the constant charges and counter charges. 
But, anyway,-one finds an entirely changed at- 
mosphere at the border spa. A. V. Aldrete, an- 
other friend of President Rodriguez, is a major 
domo for the hotel and casino and he, too, fits 
into the frame. He believes in friendliness and 
courtesy and that the customer sometimes is 
right. The old regime regarded the customer as 
a potential sucker and always wiong....A 
close friend of James Wood Coffroth, it was 
President Rodriguez who fought hard to keep 
Coffroth from quitting race promotion when the 
Bowman-Coffroth-Long alliance froze him out 
and closed the old track. Coffroth quietly pull- 
ed out of the picture, but did so well and so 
gracefully that to this day he and President Rod- 
riguez are the best of friends. The same holds 
good for Gene Normile and many others who 
were associated with President Rodriguez in the 
stormy and exciting days of Old Tia Juana and 
the old racetrack.” 


WILL WINTER AT COLUMBIA. 


Mrs. Dodge Sloane, instead of sending her 
stable to her Brookmeade Farm at Upperville, 
Va., for the winter, as last year, has arranged 
for her horses to spend the cold months at Co- 
lumbia, S. C., which is gaining increasing favor 
among eastern owners as a wintering place.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


HE tribe of Fair Play is playing a most 

prominent role in this year’s racing. Chat- 
terton, a son of the beloved old rascal, is the 
leading sire; American Flag, a grandson, by 
Man o’ War, is second on the list; My Play, a son, 
is sixth; and Man o’ War, My Play’s brother, is 
seventh. The leadership will change, however, 
to W. R. Coe’s young *Sun Briar stallion, Pom- 
pey, this week-end if Ladysman succeeds in 
winning the Futurity. 

This year, including the racing of Saturday, 
September 10, 3,519 winners, got by 659 stallions, 
have won 7,947 races, worth, in first monies only, 
$5,714,269. Up to August 31 last year, the 
nearest point of comparison available from 
statistics compiled by THE BLOOD-HORSE, there 
were 3,387 winners, got by 623 stallions, of 7,251 
races and $6,297,279 in first monies. 

The list of leading sires this year is unusual 
by reason of the fact that it includes so few im- 
ported stallions. The only one of the first 10 
which carries an asterisk is C. V. Whitney’s *Dis 
Donc, which was foaled in France by an Ameri- 
can-bred mare. The leaders in point of money

MOVEMENT FOR RACING BILL. 


HE Board of Governors of the Ohio Society 

of Horsemen are to have a luncheon meeting 
at the clubhouse at the famous North Randall 
trotting track at noon Friday, September 16. 
Alvin C. Pennock, general manager of North 
Randall track, chairman of the society; Waiter 
D. Magruder, secretary, and Harry R. Allhouse, 
of the Thistle Down Jockey Club, comprise the 
executive committee. The board of governors is 
made up of distinguished horsemen, representing 
all breeds and branches of horse sports, who 
have their homes in practically every county in 
the state. Surveys have been made concerning 
the possibility of passage of a racing bill at the 
next session of the legislature, and reports are 
to be heard. Discussion of a tentative bill will 
be had with a view to getting a measure best 
suited to the needs of Ohio horsemen and the 
patrons of racing. 


CRANWOOD. 


Racing opened Monday of this week at Cran- 
wood, half-mile track, near Cleveland, owned by 
George Smith, who reduced the admission fee 
to 25 cents, and announced a schedule for 30 
days, eight races on Saturdays, seven other days. 
Purses are $200, $300 and $400. Eugene W. Bury 
is racing secretary and presiding steward; Wil- 
liam Dangman, clerk of scales; Ross Hudson, 
paddock judge; William Harris, starter. 


NEW YORK 


BELMONT’S SECOND WEEK. 


EW YORK had racing in two places last 

week. Belmont Park had the first six days 
of the dozen on its fall schedule. At Syracuse, 
far up-state, the New York State Fair again 
featured the Thoroughbreds on a track which 
for many years previous to last season had been 
given over exclusively to Standardbred horses, 
Neither Belmont nor the fair drew good crowds, 
although at Syracuse there was sport far above 
the standard usually set at fairs, and at Belmont 
Park were the best horses now training. Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt was a guest on the second after- 
noon at Syracuse. 

Losses seem very probable at Belmont Park, 
where the regular schedule of stakes is being 
offered (though purses range as low as $600), 
unless an enormous crowd turns out Saturday of 
this week, September 17, for the program which 
will include the Futurity, the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup and the Grand National Steeplechase. Even 
then there would be no strong probability of a 
profitable session, as the association must go to 
heavy expense to meet the payments on these 
stakes. There seems to be no disposition on 
the part of the management, however, to reduce 
the admission below the regular $3.85, where it 
has been maintained for years. 

Comparatively speaking, the Grand National 
may have a better field than either the Futurity 
or the Jockey Club Gold Cup Saturday. Several 
good ’chasers, including the former winners of 
the race, *Tourist II and Green Cheese, are 
among the probable starters. The Futurity field 
is expected to be light. Ladysman, Sun Archer, 
Happy Gal and Caterwaul are the leading con- 
tenders, with Dynastic as an outside possi- 
bility. 

The Jockey Club Gold Cup may be something 
of a repetition of the Lawrence Realization, run 
last Saturday. Faireno, Over Time, War Hero 
and Gusto, which finished in the order named in 
the Realization, may all be starters in the Gold 
Cup, for which no formidable entry from the 
upper age ranks appears likely. 

We note that Twenty Grand was worked three- 
quarters in 1:13 at Belmont Park September 10, 
the first half-mile in :47 2-5, five furlongs in a 
minute flat. He may be started in an overnight 
race of Thursday, September 15. The _ special 
race of the last day, like most special races, 
appears to have been considered mainly in the 
columns of the newspapers. 


GREEN CHEESE BEGINS WELL. 

Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Green Cheese, the 
most successful steeplechaser in America last 
season, made his first start of 1932 in the 
eighteenth running of the Broadhollow Steeple- 
chase Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, about two miles) at Belmont Park on the 
opening day, September 5. Carrying 158 pounds 
and ridden by the successful amateur, Rigan 
McKinney, he was restrained off the pace until 
the last turn, when he came through on the in- 
side and drew away from the others to win 
easily by five lengths. His convincing victory is 


an indication that he will be favorite for the 
Grand National Steeplechase, scheduled for the 
last day of the Belmont meeting. He won last 
year’s renewal of this event, America’s leading 
jumping race. Second to him in the Broadhollow 
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was Miss S. J. Sanford’s *Frolic II (140), also 
making his first start of the season. Thomas 
Hitchcock’s *Chenango (165) was third, six 
lengths farther back. Also ran, Luckite (145),

000 guaranteed, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 miles). 
The Belair Stud Stable’s Pardee (3-y-o, 107) 
was second, J. A. Best’s Reveille Boy (116), last 
year’s winner, third. Only the three started. Two 
days later it was announced that George Tappen, 
trainer of Pardee, had protested Hibala’s vic- 
tory, on behalf of William Woodward, owner of 
the Belair Stud Stable. The disqualification which 
followed another day later, on September 8, was 
due to Mr. Kraft’s having started the colt too 
soon after having lost him in a claiming race. 
Hibala ran in Mr. Kraft’s name August 1 in a 
claiming race. On August 16 he ran as _ the 
property of F. E. Brown, who had claimed him, 
and from whom he was re-claimed by Mr. Kraft. 
The latter should have waited 60 days from the 
time the horse was claimed from him before 
starting him again under his own colors. A con- 
fusion over the rules, however, had followed the 
management’s consultation with the office of The 
Jockey Club and Hibala was allowed to start in 
the handicap.

She held the lead for nearly half a mile, 
trailed by Speed Boat, Barn Swallow, Sunny 
Queen and Iseult.

But Happy Gal had 
trouble finding a way through the field (she 
finally was taken to the inside) and was unable 
to make her run as soon as her entry mate, 
Iseult, which continued to gain on Barn Swallow 
until they were weil lapped, and running very 
close together. Barn Swallow had only a head 
lead at the eighth pole, but in the ensuing duel 
she drew. away slightly. Several minutes 
elapsed before the placing was made official, for 
Hank Mills, who rode Iseult, climbed up to the 
stewards and registered an unsuccessful com- 
plaint that James, on the winner, had fouled the 
Wheatley Stable filly. The basis for the claim of 
foul was not evident to the small crowd, as it 
was impossible to see what was happening be- 
tween the two fillies then they were racing close 
together. The time was 1:11, as fast as the race 
has ever been run.

LARRANAGA’S MANHATTAN HANDICAP. 
Larranaga’s second victory of Belmont Park’s 
first week of racing, and his fourth consecutive 
victory, was in the thirtieth running of the Man- 
hattan Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, one 
mile), run September 8. More than half the 


overnight entries were scratched out of the race, 
leaving only three to oppose Larranaga, which 
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was carrying 115 pounds, including a three- 
pound penalty for having won the Highweight 
Handicap the previous Monday. In the order 
of their finish behind him, they were the Brook- 
meade Stable’s Snap Back (3-y-o, 103), C. V. 
Whitney’s Mad Frump (3-y-o, 111), the Green- 
tree Stable’s St. Brideaux (125). The finish 
was quite close. Larranaga’s winning margin 
was a neck, Snap Back was half a length ahead 
of Mad Frump, which had only a head advantage 
over St. Brideaux. The latter, according to many 
observers, should have been the winner. Snap 
Back, breaking from outside the stalls, led the 
field during the early stages, with Larranaga at 
his heels. Young Silvio Coucci appeared to be 
messing about needlessly with St. Brideaux. On 
the turn the Greentree stallion began to move 
forward strongly and although he seemed to 
have plenty of room to get through, Coucci took 
him back. Under R. Workman’s strong hand 
ride, Larranaga caught Snap Back in the last 
few yards. St. Brideaux closed fastest of all, 
but his jockey’s mistakes, if they were mistakes, 
had already beaten him.

*TOURIST Il COMES BACK. 

Not since he won the Manly Memorial at 
Pimlico on November 8, 1930, had the Sanford 
Stud Farms Stable’s *Tourist II taken part in 
a race. Consequently, when he came to the post 
at Belmont Park September 10 for the twenty- 
fourth running of the Brook Steeplechase Han- 
dicap ($3,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 
2 1-2 miles), carrying 158 pounds, the liberal 
odds of 4 to 1 against him were available. Fa- 
vorite was Joseph E. Widener’s *Azucar (145), 
of which New York crowds had come to expect 
more than he had shown them. He was favor- 
ite over even Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Green 
Cheese (163), an added starter, which was sec- 
ond choice. But so well had Trainer Hollie 
Hughes performed his work of bringing the 7- 
year-old *Tourist II back to racing that he 
scored an easy victory, despite interference and 
a bad landing at the last jump. Ridden by G. 
Cooper, *Tourist II raced forwardly during most 
of the distance. At the seventh fence he suf- 
fered interference from *Azucar, which was 
ahead of him. He continued gamely, however, 
and took the lead at the last jump. Here he 
nearly went to his knees, but G. Cooper picked 
him up skilfully and kept his place in front. 
His margin over Green Cheese at the finish was 
only half a length, but so easily attained was the 
victory that the winner was’ under restraint 
through the last 50 yards. Green Cheese, rid- 
den by Rigan McKinney, was two lengths ahead 
of John R. Macomber’s Redbridge (149), which 
had half a length advantage over the Foxcatcher 
Farms Stable’s Ruler (156), the pacemaker. Be- 
hind these came *Chenango (166), *Azucar, 
*Jack O’Day (138). It was the best field of 
steeplechasers that has come together this year 
and was a fitting preliminary to the Grand Na- 
tional, scheduled for Saturday of this week.

Widener’s Golden Way (116), a son of John P. 
Grier, was a heavily played favorite. He open- 
ed at 3-1 and closed at 11-5. Mack Garner rode 
him hard all the way—and finished last. The 
colt would not extend himself at any time dur- 
ing the race. The winner was Dynastic (119), 
one of the two starters carrying the colors of 
the Greentree Stable. He left the post last of 
the field of nine, while his running mate, Jungle 
King (116), took the lead almost from the bar- 
rier. After a quarter, H. C. Phipps’ De Valera 
(110) and Lee Rosenberg’s Kerry Patch (116) 
passed him. Shortly they were joined by Dy- 
nastic, which, under Charles Kurtsinger’s strong 
ride, was improving his position steadily. It was 
a hard race through the last quarter, but Dy- 
nastic proved the best, and at the end he had a 
length advantage. Kerry Patch beat De Valera 
a nose for second money. The Quincy Stable’s 
Repaid (111) was fourth, two lengths behind.

FAIRENO’S REALIZATION. 

The record of the Belair Stud Stable’s (William 
Woodward’s) Faireno, despite an occasional de- 
feat, is far better than that of any other 3-year- 
old which has lasted thus far in the season. 
Saturday, September 10, at Belmont Park, the 
son of Chatterton added the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion Stakes ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds, entire 
colts and fillies, 1 5-8 miles) to his triumphs, 
scoring in effortless fashion over the four colts 
which opposed him for the fortieth running of 
the fixture. Faireno is the third colt to win the 
Realization for Mr. Woodward, Aga Khan having 
turned the trick in 1924 and Gallant Fox in 1930. 
Faireno also joins Gallant Fox in the list of 
horses which have brought off the Belmont 
Stakes—Realization double. Ridden by Tommy 
Malley, he won his race last Saturday in his 
customary fashion, by making his own pace all 
the way. He was under restraint for nearly the 
whole distance. In the run to the first turn he 
opened up a lead, with Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s 
Over Time and the Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s 
War Hero closest to him, followed by W. R. Coe’s 
Osculator and M. L. Schwartz’s Classic winner, 
Gusto. Rated at an even pace, Faireno turned 
into the backstretch with five lengths lead. 
Gusto, during the run down the back side, moved 
into third place, leaving Osculator last. On the 
turn Silvio Coucci made his run with Over Time 
and got within two lengths of the steady-going 
leader. War Hero, making his run at the same 
time, passed Gusto and was well lapped on Over 
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Time, leaving Gusto three lengths behind him and 
Osculator about four lengths farther back. But 
Faireno had too much class for the others, and, 
with a slightly loosened rein, it was no trick 
at all for him to draw away again. By the time 
the furlong pole was reached he once more had 
a four-length lead, which increased by another 
length in the last eighth, despite Malley’s steady 
pressure on the reins in the final sixteenth. 
Gusto, whose run was delayed until the stretch 
was reached, caught War Hero and had a slight 
advantage over him at the eighth post, but 
weakened a little in the run home. Over Time 
finished second, a length and a half ahead of 
War Hero, which was third, with a head margin 
over Gusto. Osculator was last, three lengths 
back. 

The race, which in effect is America’s closest 
counterpart of the St. Leger Stakes in England, 
since it has attracted better fields than the 
Latonia Championship, appeared to have been 
truly run, without excuse for any colt. All the 
starters carried 126 pounds, except for Over 
Time, which had 116. Time, :24, :48 1-5, 1:13 4-5, 
1:39 4-5, 1:53, 2:05 2-5, 2:16 2-5, 2:30, 2:43 3-5, 
track fast. (Gallant Fox in 1930 and Twenty 
Grand in 1931 won the race in 2:41 1-5.) Stakes

DALET BYERS’ RETIREMENT. 

September 7 at Belmont Park, Joseph E. 
Widener’s *Azucar lost a steeplechase race which 
the crowd, generally speaking, thought he should 
have won. Orally and in the newspapers, Dalet 
(Dolly) Byers was roundly censured for his poor 
ride, for messing about with a free-running horse 
that wanted to go out and win. Two days later, 
Byers, one of the greatest cross-country riders in 
the history of the sport in America, informed his 
friends that he had retired from riding. 

T. J. Donohue, who trains *Azucar and other 
jumpers for Mr. Widener, explained to friends 
that the blame for *Azucar’s defeat should be 
placed on the shoulders of his trainer, not his 
jockey. Byers, anxious to score a “come-back,” 
had asked Donohue for a mount. Donohue, told 
by most of his friends that *Azucar was a front 
runner and could not be rated, believed Byers 
capable of holding the racer to a fair pace and 
issued riding instructions accordingly. Later he 
repented, stating after the race that the Widener 
horse probably could have won if Byers had been 
told to use his own judgment about the race. 

Byers for months had not been able to ride, 


as he had almost destroyed the bone in one of 
his arms in his last hard fall, with Jolly Roger, 
in 1930. A piece of bone taken from his leg had 
been used in reconstructing the arm after the 
accident, and the limb was carried in a cast for 
months. At length he had recovered to such an 
extent that he believed himself capable of riding 
again. The condemnation he received on that oc- 
casion might have embittered him, but if so, he 
kept it to himself, simply stating that he would 
not try again to ride and that he had made 
no plans. 


AMERICAN SMILE VICTORIOUS. 


American Smile (108), a colt bred in Scott 
County, Kentucky, by M. Webb Offutt, and rac- 
ing now under the colors of H. C. (Bud) Fisher, 
who purchased him as a yearling, broke his 
maiden in the second running of the Chamber 
of Commerce Stakes ($1,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
about six furlongs) at Syracuse, Saturday, Sep- 
tember 10, closing day of the New York State 
Fair racing. Ridden by Frank Catrone, he went 
past the leaders on the outside in the last fur- 
long and won by a length and a half from Mrs. 
W. T. Anderson’s Merry Caroline (105). G. D. 
Widener’s Yankaway (105) was third, three 
lengths farther back. C. V. Whitney’s New Sun 
(109) was fourth, and Yonkers Flash (104) fifth 
and last.

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KENTUCKY 


RACING DATES. 


OL. M. J. WINN, of Chicago, has decided that 
there will be only one race meeting in Ken- 
tucky this autumn. He has decided that that 
meeting will be at Latonia. He has decided that 
it will open Wednesday, October 12 (Columbus 
Day) and close Saturday, November 12 (the 
day after Armistice Day). That makes 28 days. 
In his statement, given to the press at Lincoln 
Fields last Saturday, Colonel Winn said that the 
application of the Latonia Jockey Club for those 
dates would be in the hands of Polk Laffoon 
(president of the Latonia Jockey Club) early this 
week, and that Mr. Laffoon (chairman of the 
State Racing Commission) would call a meeting 
of the State Racing Commission for one day this 
week to allot the dates. 

Colonel Winn said nothing about purses, but 
M. L. Galvin, secretary-treasurer-general counsel 
of the American Turf Association and vice-presi- 
dent of the Latonia Jockey Club, said it is ex- 
pected that a whale of a meeting will be held 
at Latonia if the plant gets the breaks in the 
matter of weather. Nothing was said about 
lowering the gate fee at Latonia. Whether it 
will remain at $2 or be dropped to the more 
popular $1 (which Sewell Combs was not per- 
mitted to introduce at Lexington last spring) 
remains to be seen. 

Bob Saxton, sporting editor of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer, relates that better horses are wanted 
for the meeting this autumn than were present 
at the summer meeting at Latonia. The thought 
enters here that the way to get better horses is 
to be more courteous to the horsemen and to be 
more liberal in the added money to purses. Per- 
haps a little “sugar” of the first sort would be 
more appreciated than more “sugar” of the 
latter sort. 

The stakes at Latonia very likely will be 
limited to the three compulsory events, Latonia 
Championship, Kentucky Jockey Club (belong- 
ing to Louisville) and the Breeders’ Futurity (be- 
longing to Lexington). However, Colonel Winn 
hasn’t made a public statement about stakes as 
yet. In any event let’s hope that Latonia does 
have a “whale of a meeting” in the sense that 
it will be sportful and profitable to all concerned. 


DADE PARK. 


The Dade Park Jockey Club, James C. Ellis, 
of Owensboro, president, closed a meeting of 26 
days at the track on Kentucky soil on the Ohio 
river in the environs of Evansville, Ind., last 
Saturday, September 10. It is agreed that in 
point of attendance and betting it was one of 
the best meetings held in Kentucky in a long 
time. Large crowds were present every day, and 
the closing day saw the best Saturday crowd of 
the session. The fare at the gate was 75 cents. 
The take from the betting was 10 per cent. The 
minimum purse was $500. The general belief 
is that money was made. 

All horsemen, however, are not complimentary 
in their statements about the conduct of the 
meeting. Several who have returned to Lex- 
ington have told THE BLOOD-HORSE that two men 
who hail from Cincinnati appeared to have had 
the run of the plant and that they were sus- 
pected of having prostituted jockeys and ar- 
ranged races for betting advantages. The same 
two men were there last year and THE BLOOD- 


HORSE then heard the same reports about their 
activities. The names of the same two men are 
frequently mentioned in connection with race 
meetings at Latonia. They are alleged to have in- 
timate relations with two or more men of im- 
portance in racing officialdom in Kentucky. 

The State Racing Commission, several years 
ago, broke up one jockey ring and ruled off a 
number of persons who were believed to have 
been engaged in fixing races. If the statements 
of these Lexington horsemen are true, it is again 
time for action by the Commission. There is a 
rule of the Commission forbidding the use of 
phones and wires during the racing hours. This 
rule is alleged by the Lexington horsemen to 
have been violated at Dade Park. 

GETTING READY FOR TROTsS. 

The Kentucky Association mile track at Lex- 
ington is this week being made ready for the 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association's 
sixtieth annual light harness race meeting, which 
opens Monday, September 19, for five days, 
President Sewell Combs of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation addressed a letter to all tenants of the 
running horse stables at the track advising 
them that, because of the loss of the grandstand 
by fire at the trotting track, use of the running 
track had been tendered to and accepted by the 
K. T. H. B. A., and that from September 12 
until September 24 Thoroughbreds would be ex- 
ercised over the sand track, the main track 
being for the use of harness horses exclusively. 
One would think that there would be ready 
response in the nature of cooperation on the 
part of trainers of the runners. Not so. Several 
of them complained that the time off the main 
course was too long. It was equally surprising 
to find dissatisfaction in the ranks of the trotting 
horse owners and drivers. They expressed fear 
that the running track could not be made safe 
for trotters. That sounds ridiculous, when it is 
considered that trotting races are held through- 
out America on some 1,200 tracks of various 
sorts, and at least 1,000 of them not as good 
for any purpose as is the century-old Lexington 
track. Well, anyhow, the meeting will be on next 
week and everybody who can should be there, 
if for no other reason to give encouragement 
and backing to Sam Look, the young president 
of the K. T. H. B. A., who also is manager of 
Castleton and himself a breeder and owner of 
runners as well as trotters. Here’s to Sam and 
his meeting. Let’s go. 


TRANTER COMING SUNDAY. 

E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, will arrive in Lexington Sunday, Sep- 
tember 18, to remain a week—the week of the 
trotting races at the Kentucky Association 
track. He will make arrangements for the sale

THE JANIE G. CASE. 
T a meeting of the Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations hed September 10 at Toronto, it 
was announced that, as the result of the inves- 
tigation into the Janie G. “ringing” case at Fort 
Erie, T. O. Webber, J. S. Flynn, H. Williams 
(alias P. Christie), E. P. Bell and George Kes- 
tering are indefinitely suspended and denied all 
privileges of the Canadian Racing Association 
tracks. It was: ‘Resolved, That Carl Clenden- 
ning be suspended until he appears before this 
committee and explains his connection with the 
case. 
“Resolved, That the race horses, Janie G., 
Hostage, Black Bunny, Fire God, and the filly 
which has been held and identified as ‘Volta- 
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green’ be barred at all C. R. A. tracks. Full 
particulars of the Janie G. case will be handed 
to the attorney general’s department for prose- 
cution or such action as he sees fit. 

“Resolved, That the suspension of M. Mitchell 
and E. Fator, jockeys, be continued for the re- 
mainder of the calendar year of 1932.” 


THE KING’S PLATE. 


Foals of the late Norman Macfarlane’s good 
mare Helen Rogers had won the famous old 
King’s Plate in 1927 (Saguenay), in 1929 (Wee 
Toddler II), and in 1931 (Uvira). For this year’s 
running (purse $800, with 50 guineas added, the 
gift of His Majesty the King, for 3-year-olds and 
up, foaled and owned in Quebec, 114 miles), at 
Blue Bonnets September 5, Helen Rogers was 
represented by Nipigon (128), which had not 
previously distinguished himself in any manner. 
Nipigon actually finished fourth, but, as_ re- 
counted in last week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
(page 286), the three horses which finished ahead 
of him were all disqualified and his owner, the 
Cardinal Stable, was awarded first prize. W. Fin- 
negan’s Chatham Queen (3-y-0, 115) was of- 
ficially second and Mrs. A. Monast’s Kauri (128) 
third, though the latter actually finished last in 
the six horse field. The three horses disqualified 
were, in the order of their finish, Tout Feu (128), 
Logwood (3-y-0, 120), Step Off (128). Time, 
725, :50 2-5, 1:15 2-5, 1:42 3-5, 2:10 2-5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $625 and 50 guineas, $100, 
$60, $15. The Provincial Government awards $225 
to the breeder of the winner, $150 to the breeder 
of the second; $75 to the breeder of the third 
horse; the $50 award for the breeder of the fourth 
horse was unclaimed, of course.

BLUE BONNETS CLOSES. 

The Blue Bonnets meeting closed last Satur- 
day, September 10, at Montreal, the same day 
Thorncliffe Park opened the fall series of meet- 
ings in the vicinity of Toronto. The Montreal 
Jockey Club, racing for the first time under 
the ownership of Joseph Cattarinich and for the 
last time under the auspices of the Canadian 
Racing Associations, had good results from Blue 
Bonnets. Financially the meeting was reported 
to be a success, and evidently it was quite a 


success as a popular attraction, for crowds were 
exceptionally large. At Thorncliffe’s opening day 
the crowd was large. Newspapers called it “of 
almost record-breaking proportions.” A 75-cent 
admission charge added to the attractiveness of 
the Toronto program. 


FOREIGN 


THE ST. LEGER. 


HE four horses which the Aga Khan sent to 

the post for the St. Leger Stakes at Don- 
caster Wednesday, September 7, finished first, 
second, third and fourth. Firdaussi, held at 20 
to 1, longer odds than laid against any of his 
stablemates, was the winner. The veteran Fred 
Fox rode him to victory with a head advantage 
over Dastur, with Michael Beary up. Dastur, 
it will be remembered, was also second in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, won by Orwell, and in 
the Derby, won by April the Fifth. Four lengths 
behind Dastur in third place came Mrs. C. Rich’s 
Silvermere, followed next by two more of the 
Aga Khan’s starters, Udaipur and Taj Kasra. 

Nineteen 3-year-olds, including the Two Thou- 
hand Guineas winner Orwell—the favorite at 3 
to 1—and the Derby winner April the Fifth, 
lined up for the renewal of the ancient fixture, 
which was first run in 1776. About 250,000 were 
in the crowd which attended. 

The first pacemaker in the long race (about 
one mile, six furlongs, 132 yards) was Dowager 
Lady Nunburnholme’s Loaningdale, trained by 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. Next after him came 
Royal Dancer, Gavelkind, Will o’ the Wisp, Gains- 
law, Udaipur, Silvermere, Firdaussi and Orwell. 
After five furlongs Will o’ the Wisp, owned by 
Lord Woolavington, took the lead, but as they 
came round the bend into the long homestretch 
Silvermere was in front, leading Violator by a 
length, with April the Fifth, Foghorn II, Orwell, 
Firdaussi and Dastur showing in the group im- 
mediately behind them. The hard run home 
found Silvermere weakening, and Firdaussi and 
Dastur, both carrying the green and chocolate 
silks of the Indian potentate, drew away to 
fight it out to the finish. April the Fifth, which 
had been a doubtful starter up to yesterday, and 
Orwell, the favorite, dropped out of contention 
two furlongs from the finish. 

The time was 3:04 2-5, which compares favor- 
ably with average St. Leger time. The race was 
worth approximately $60,000. It was the Aga 
Khan’s second victory in a St. Leger, his Sal- 
mon Trout _having | won the classic in 1924.

- Firdaussi was foaled at the Aga Khan’s 
Sheshoon Stud in Ireland March 3, 1929. He is 
a handsome and powerfully built son of the 
Derby second Pharos, sire of last year’s Derby 
winner Cameronian and is out of the 1923 Oaks 
winner Brownhylda, which was sired by Sted- 
fast, second in the Derby of 1911. Named for 4 
famous Persian poet, Firdaussi won three of his 
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five starts at two, and was not out of the money. 
His most important victory was in the Dewhurst 
Stakes. He won also the Fulbourne Stakes and 
Newbury Autumn Foal Plate. He had won two 
of his seven starts this year previous to the St. 
Leger. These were the Gordon Stakes, 1 1-2 
miles, at Goodwood, and the Duke of York Plate, 
11-4 miles, at York. In the Derby he was fifth. 

The St. Leger winner is closely inbred to Chau- 
cer, a son of St. Simon. There is another cross 
of St. Simon through Cheery, the grandam of 
Phalaris. Other inbreeding is to Wisdom and 
Sunrise, which is the third dam of Phalaris and 
second dam of Eager. 

Dastur is a bay colt by Solario out of Friar’s 
Daughter, by Friar Marcus. Silvermere is a bay 
colt by The Winter King out of Demurrage, by 
Cyllene. 


ANOTHER FOR *SICKLE. 


*Sickle, son of Phalaris—-Selene, by Chaucer, 
is the sire of Versicle, 2-year-old black filly by 
Verdict, by the “half-bred’’ Shogun, winner of 
the Prince of Wales’ Plate, five furlongs, at York 
last month. The daughter of *Sickle caught the 
good colt Mannering, by Manna, in the last fur- 
long and beat him a short head in a fine race. 
Ten ran. Earlier in the month Sickle Moon, an- 
other daughter of *Sickle, had won the Robin 
Hood Stakes. Flying Spear II, a son of *Sir 
Gallahad III out of *Filante, by Sardanapale, bred 
in the United States by William Woodward, made 
his first start in the Prince of Wales’ Plate and 
drew much attention in the betting, but raced a 
little greenly and was fourth. 


FOXHUNTER’S DONCASTER CUP. 


Edward Esmond’s Foxhunter, 3-year-old chest- 
nut colt by Foxlaw (by Son-in-Law) out of 
Trimestral, by William the Third, won the Don- 
caster Cup, 2 1-4 miles, England’s oldest trophy 
race, last Friday, September 9. Lord Rosebery’s 
Sandwich, stablemate of the winner, was sec- 
ond, beaten four lengths. The old hero, Brown 
Jack, was third in the field of six. The winner 
is a close relative of Trimdon, twice winner 
of the Ascot Gold Cup. Trimdon is by Son-in- 
Law out of Trimestral. 


ITALIAN HORSE WINS IN BELGIUM. 


Sanzio, bred in Italy by Federico Tesio, owned 
by the Italian Count L. V. di Modrone, and rid- 
den by the Italian jockey Polifemo Orsini, won 
the Grand International d’Ostende, 600,000 francs 
(about $15,000), 1 3-8 miles, at Ostend Sunday, 
August 28. Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s Bos- 
phore was second, J. Verheyleweghen’s Casteau 
third. The English Goyescas, favorite, was un- 
placed. Sanzio, a champion in Italy, later won 
the Omnium, a handicap of 40,000 francs, at 
Ostend. He is a 4-year-old colt by Papyrus— 
Scuola d’Atene, by Bayardo. 


DEAUVILLE YEARLING AVERAGES. 


The yearling sales at Deauville in August were 
about 50 per cent off from last year. Only 292 
of the 528 lots catalogued were sold. Those sold 
brought a total of 5,673,000 francs, which is to 
Say $226,920, average $777.12. At Cheri’s 181 
lots brought 3,201,600 and at Tattersall Fran- 
cais 111 lots (44 were sold privately) totaled

NEW BREEDING ENTERPRISE. 


T develops that the stallion Lucullite and three 

mares knocked down to the name of D. West- 
moreland at the Rancocas dispersal sale in the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s arena at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., last month are the property of 
former Governor Westmoreland Davis, of Vir- 
ginia. They are now at his Big Spring Farm, 
near Lynchburg, and represent the nucleus of a 
Thoroughbred horse breeding enterprise the dis- 
tinguished Virginian has planned. The mares are 
Chant, chestnut, 9, by Purchase—Vesper Hour, 
by *Star Shoot, with chestnut filly foal by Bud 
Lerner; Humbug, bay, 10, by Marathon—Vesper 
Hour; and Rayena, bay, 8, by *Paragon II— 
*Cola, by Combourg. Rayena is bred to Bud 
Lerner and the other two are bred to Zev. 
Governor Davis is a former president of the 
Virginia Horse Breeders Association; former 
chairman of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunts Association, and former master of hounds 
at the Loudoun Hunt Club. Prior to his election 
to the office of governor in 1917, he maintained 
a stable of hunters and show horses at his 
Morven Park estate. Among his show horses 
was Sunday Morning, twice a championship 
winner at Madison Square Garden. Big Spring 
Farm, which Governor Davis recently purchased, 
is regarded as one of the best farms for horse 
breeding in Northern Virginia. Prior to the 
repeal of the Percy-Gray law in New York, dur- 
ing the administration of Governor Charles 
Evans Hughes, Big Spring Farm was owned by 
an English gentleman named Curtis, who, after 
the unfavorable legislative action at Albany, re- 
turned to England. Already the farm was 
abundant in blue grass and it was well watered. 
Mr. Curtis equipped it with brick stables for 
stallions, mares and horses in training, and 
Governor Davis has had these buildings repaired 
and put into excellent shape. 


OTHERS TAKE IT ON THE CHIN. 

Breeders of Thoroughbreds in America who 
thought they got a severe drubbing when they 
sold their yearlings at Saratoga in August will 
know that they fared better than fellow breed- 
ers in France who sold at Deauville. Ralph 
Beaver Strassburger sold 11 for an average of 
about $200. The stud fees for the 11 totaled 
$12,000. Baron Maurice de Rothschild’s 42 head 
brought an average of $635.32. 


FLAG POLE IS RETIRED. 

Trainer R. A. Smith of the Brookmeade Stable 
has announced that Flag Pole is retired from 
racing and that he will stand next season at 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s farm at Upperville, 
Va. Flag Pole, a 3-year-old chestnut colt by 
American Flag-—-Broomotta, by Broomstick, went 
amiss after running third to Faireno and Oscu- 
lator in the Belmont Stakes last spring. In his 
previous start he had won the Swift Stakes. 
DIADUMENOS IS DEAD. 

Information from Germany is to the effect 
that Diadumenos is dead at the Goersdorf Stud. 
Diadumenos was a chestnut, foaled in 1910, by 
Orby—Donnetta, by Donovan. He was bred by 
Lord D’Abernon. Among his victories were the 
Liverpool Cup and the Kempton Park Jubilee 
Handicap. He was sold to Germany in 1923. He 
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was own brother to Diadem, sold for 10,000 
guineas, and Diadem was dam of Dian, sold for 
$14,500 guineas. 


HIGH PREGNANCY PERCENTAGE. 


Tommy Coleman, manager of Le Mar Stock 
Farm, Inc., stated on Monday of this week that 
an examination of the mares, made by Dr. D. 
L. Proctor, shows 26 of the 28 to be in foal. The 
stallions used were Misstep, *San-utar and 
Caanan. 


BREEDING NOTES. 

A. K. Macomber’s Monte Carlo is another 2- 
year-old winner recently credited to *Golden Boss 
in England. 

Miracle, which bowed while training for the St. 
Leger, will be sent to the stud next season by 
Lord Rosebery. 

Flimsy, the young mare which C. V. Whitney 
traded Sir Victor Sassoon for Call Girl, sister to 
Call Boy, has arrived safely at Sir Victor’s stud 
at Wood Ditton, near Newmarket, England. 

J. B. Gorham lost the mare Cherrycote, which 
died suddenly on the night of September 7. She 
was an 11-year-old daughter of Broomstick and 
the noted mare Hazel Burke (dam of Eternal and 
grandam of Vito and Prince of Bourbon), by 
Sempronius. Cherrycote, a winner and producer, 
had this year a colt foal by American Flag. 


RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT. 


The board of stewards of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association, meeting at Belmont 
Park last week, considered a letter from Palmer 
Wright, secretary of the Canadian Hunt and 
Steeplechase Association, asking affiliation and 
an agreement for reciprocity. The proposal re- 
ceived full approval. The stewards granted 
several certificates and licenses. They revoked 
the jockey licenses of H. Jeffcott and J. Mc- 
Govern; denied a jockey license to Frank McKay; 
tabled for further investigation the application 
of William King. They cancelled the trainer’s 
license of John J. Tammaro, at his request, as 
he did not wish to have his riding activities 
restricted. 


UNCLE’S LASSIE AND EMOTION. 


In the recent compilation published by THE 
BLOOD-HORSE (September 3, page 258), entitled, 
“Turf Performances of Sires and Dams of Win- 
ners of $100,000,” we did an inadvertent injus- 
tice to Uncle’s Lassie, the dam of Clyde Van 
Dusen, and Emotion, the dam of High Strung. 
Of Uncle’s Lassie, it was stated that she did 
not race. On the contrary, she raced at two, 
three, four, five and six, winning at two, three, 
four and five. She won 14 races and $18,254, 
her wins including the Mineola and Lynbrook 
Claiming Stakes. Uncle’s Lassie was foaled in 
1916, not 1908. Emotion was credited with 12 
wins and $20,271. She should also have been 
designated as a stakes winner, as she won the 
first running of the Test Stakes at Saratoga, in 
1922.

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WHENCE THE CHAMPIONS? 


By F. Moss 

N the first place there may be some differ- 

ence of opinion as to which were real cham- 
pions of the last few years, so while the money 
winnings may not be the most infallible and 
most accurate test, it at all events has the merit 
of being a real measure of the success of the 
race horse; therefore, we will consider the origin 
of the following 18 horses in the order of the 
amount of money they won. (Phar Lap having 
won once in this country, we will include him 
as there can be no question of his class).

Probably no one would rank these horses in 
just this order at a mile and a half at their best, 
but as their relative merits must always be a 
matter of opinion only, we will let this order 
stand. 

The question is: Where did they come from? 
or, how were they bred? But before we set

down their pedigrees in some detail, let us give 
a series of tabulations showing the male tap 
roots. In the first place it will be seen that 10 
out of the 13 are Eclipse in tail male. Three 
are Matchem, none Herod. 

Of the 10 Eclipse horses it will be seen that 
eight trace to Whalebone, through different 
channels. Two are of the Bend Or line (Gal- 
lant Fox and Phar Lap); two are of the Domi- 
no branch (Blue Larkspur and Equipoise); one 
of the Isonomy branch (Twenty Grand); one 
goes to Whalebone through a French line (Top 
Flight); one to Stockwell’s brother, Rataplan 
(Exterminator); one descends from Ben Brush 
(Victorian); two are of the Vedette branch of 
Eclipse (Sun Beau and Mate). 

In order to recognize these male lines at a 
glance, the following tables will show how each 
horse traces in male line to Eclipse or Matchem 
and in these tables also is shown the male lines 
from which many of the female branches have 
been produced. 

For purposes of convenience, and not neces- 
sarily in order of merit, Table No. 1 will show 
successful male lines in England for 1931, and 
incidentally this table shows the main trunk 
lines into which all the pedigrees of these cham- 
pions trace, more or less.

Now the whole purpose of this article is to 
show that the pedigrees of the champions 
through both male and female side keep running 
back into these main trunk lines or tap roots. 
These pedigrees make obvious what is, of course, 
well known, that the strongest and most pre- 
potent male lines need fortifying by the infusion 
of other strong lines through the females. The 
following pedigrees are necessarily incomplete, 
but enough ancestors are given to show the 
main trunk lines from which they come and to 
make clear what an important part these main 
trunk lines have played in producing champions. 

In the following pedigrees the names given 
in capitals will be found in the tables of trunk 
lines. 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


In the partial pedigrees of these 13 horses 
shown below it will be seen first that the lead- 
ing fountain head is Eclipse. 

It will also be immediately evident to the reader 
that the great majority of the branches have 
come through Whalebone and that the King 
Fergus branch of Eclipse is chiefly represented 
by Vedette and his two main lines, Galopin and 
Speculum, of which by far the most potent is 
Galopin. 

After the pedigrees there will be found a tabu-

Ah Ben, No. 564, a grey Arabian stallion, bred 
by H. V. Tormohlen, of Portland, Ind., has been 
purchased by the Remount and sent to M. K. 
Bistony, of Buffalo, N. Y., for service. Mr. Bis- 
tony’s father, a Syrian gentleman, who estab- 
lished an important rug business in America, was 
representative for this country in the selection 
and importation of the Arabian horses displayed 
at the World’s Fair at Chicago in 1893. 

The breeding particulars of Ah Ben as related 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE this week bv Col. Thomas 
J. Johnson, officer in charge of the Remount 
headquarters at Lexington, is very interesting. 

Azra, sire of Ah Ben, was imported by Homer 
Davenport, 1906, through auspices of Peter Brad- 
ley, Hingham Stock Farm, Hingham, Mass., and 
through arrangements and papers furnished by 
Theodore Roosevelt, then President of the United 
States. Mr. Davenport imported some 20 head, 
considered the cream of all importations. Azra 
had been ridden in from an all-night foray by 
Arabs and was tethered to a stake in the hot 
sun at temperature of 115. Yet he was full of 
life and fretting to get away. Mr. Davenport 
insisted on buying the 3-year-old and, after much

bickering and several days, succeeded in adding 
him to his string which he was purchasing to 
bring to America. 

Dahura, No. 90, dam of Ah Ben, is possibly 
the greatest Arabian brood mare in America, 
possibly of all time. Foaled in 1909, she was the 
first get of El Bulad, No. 29, later sire of many 
noted American-bred Arabs. Dahura was bred 
as a 3-year-old and had a foal for 18 consecu- 
tive years. She was bred eight times to Hamrah, 
No. 28; thrice to Arza, 32; once to Deyr, 32; once 
to Tahab, 441, and five times to Hanad, 489. 

Ah Ben is the full brother of Joon, 439, gray 
stallion owned by William Randolph Hearst at 
his California ranch; half-brother to Valencia, 
587, champion mare, owned by Kellogg Ranch, 
Pomona, Calif; half-brother to Amham, 410, 
champion mare, owned by W. K. Kellogg, Pomo- 
na, Calif.; half-brother to Morfda, 203, gray mare, 
prize winner, and Mershid, 386, gray mare, cham- 
pion, owned by A. W. Harris, Harris Trust Co., 
Chicago, at his California ranch; half-brother to 
Gharah, 143; Dahabah, 136; Ain, 148; exported 
to Japan; also Shedeh, 332; Fernhan, 273; Mok- 
ha, 488; Ameer Ali; Aabann; Aabazem and 
Aabah.
